POX. 


The increase aud spread of i the 
dreaded 


imallpoxis still a chief i:em of uaws in New 
England papers; aud especially oa tho lines 
ofrailroad leading from Boston does the 
disease seem to have firm foothold. New- 
port, however, has escaped thus far quite 
satisfactorily from any serfons visitation 
from the scourge, aud it is no 'more than 
justice to say that to the exertions of our 
health officers and local physicians Is the 
credit due. The disease has been in the city, 
but with the exception o! cue case wo are 
informed that it has been in the mildest 
form; and we are not aware of any fatalities. 
The contrast between the activity In this 
city and the indifference in many larger pla- 
ces is worthy of iiole and leaves us the priv- 
ilege for much congratglation. 
While phy- 


sicians can do little or nothing for a patient 
who has taken the small pox, the prevention 
of its spread is a matter of comparatively 
easy accomplishment, aud in our own city 
this prevention appears to have been the 
result of effort which caused no alarm.— 
There has been no huo and cry; nothing 
hut quiet, honest aud as it appears, effectual 
work. 
The disease wherever it has secured 


a foothold, has been quite malignant.— 
Travel ou the railroads has been seriously 
affected, and the damage to business cannot 
be otherwise than considerable from this 
cause. While Boston, Worcester, Provi- 
dence and Fall Elver are suffering in a meas- 
ure by the app;arance and spread of the 
disease, we roust urge a continuation of pre- 
ventive effort while we express gratitude for 
Ihe exemption from panic thus far.
